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PETITION UNDER 37 CFR 1.53(e) 

Applicants respond to the Notice of Improper CPA Filing Under 37 CFR 1 .53(d) dated 
January 8, 2001 , with this Petition Under 37 CFR 1.53(e). Applicants respectfully request that 
the papers previously filed under 37 CFR 1 .53(d) be treated as an appropriate filing under 37 
CFR 1 .53(b) and that the application be accorded a filing date of September 28, 2000. 

Applicants suspect that the application was incorrectly treated as a CPA under 1.53(d), 
rather than a continuation under 1 .53(b), due at least in part to our error. On September 28, 
2000, Applicants filed with the PTO all the requisites of a complete application under 1 .53(b) 
including, as is shown on the attached copy of the postcard indicating receipt, a specification, an 
oath or declaration, drawings, and filing fee. Unfortunately, we erroneously requested on the 
first line of our Transmittal Letter that the application be filed under Rule 1 .53(d) instead of 
1.53(b). Quite understandably, we received a Notice of Improper CPA Filing under 37 CFR 
1 .53(d) dated January 8, 2001 , since at the time of filing the continuation application we had 

already paid the issue fee in the parent case. When we telephoned Mr. Fred Silverberg of the 
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Office of Petitions to ask how we stiould respond to the Notice, he kindly suggested that we file 
this Petition. 

In keeping with Mr. Silverberg's suggestion. Applicants respectfully request that our 
typographical error be excused and the papers we filed on September 28, 2000, be retrieved 
from the file wrapper of the parent matter, U.S. Application Ser. No. 09/300,778, now U.S. 
Patent No. 6,138,1 19, accepted as a continuation application under 37 CFR 1 .53(b), and 
accorded a filing date of September 28, 2000. We submit that the papers as filed on September 
28, 2000, satisfy all the requirements for a continuation application under 37 CFR 1 .53(b). We 
further submit that Applicants' clear intent to file a continuation application under 1 .53(b) is 
demonstrated in numerous ways including, but not limited to, by: 1) our language on the 
acknowledgment postcard; 2) the language in 118 of the Transmittal Letter reciting that "this 
application is a continuation of copending application Serial No. 09/30,778, filed April 27. 
1999,..." ; and 3) our filing the application after payment of the issue fee in the parent, but prior 
to issuance. To facilitate review of this request, we submit a duplicate copy of the as-filed 
papers as well as a copy of the stamped postcard indicating receipt by the PTO. 

We enclose a check for $1 30.00 to cover the cost of the petition as well as a copy of the 
Notice of Improper CPA Filing Under 37 CFR 1 .53(d).
